The Du tchess Cou nty sheriff’s 
office identified the v ictim of 
the drowning as Dennis Peter 
Westhoff. who resided at Yance 
Road in this commu nity . 


Fcrndale State Police officials 
reported 
the v ictims of the 
Su lliv an Cou nty drownings were 
Kenneth D. Freeman. 
4 . of 806 
Henderson Street. Staten Island, 
and John Wesley May o of Qu in­ 
cy Street. Brook ly n. 
Chief Detectiv e Charles Bor- 
chers, who directed the inv esti­ 
gation of the death of West- 
hofT. reported the y ou th was 
swimming 
with 
friends 
at 
Spring Lak e. Town of Red Hook , 
y esterday afternoon. 
At abou t 3 p. m. Westhoff was 
more than 150 feet off shore 
when his cries for help were 


heard by his friends, 14-y ear old 
James Craig, and 15 y ear old 
Richard Dalzell, both of Red 
Hook . The y ou nger boy s and 
others at the lak e went to the 
aid of Westhoff, who shou ted 
that he had cramps. 
Craig, • Dalzell 
and 
others 
made fu tile attempts to reach 
the 
y ou th 
before 
he 
disap­ 
peared. 
Au thorities 
said 
the 
y ou ng v ictim appeared to hav e 
panick ed and then went down 
in the water. 
Au thorities were notified and 
Borchers along with a div ing 
team from the office of Sheriff 


Lawrence M. Qu ifilan went to 
the scene with a boat. 
The lak e was searched and 
grappling 
efforts 
were 
con­ 
du cted with the div ers comb­ 
ing the lak e bottom. At abou t 
6 p. m. Westhoff s body was re­ 
cov ered. Dr. Chester H. Gold­ 
ing, cou nty medical ex aminer 
later ru led death was du e to 
asphy x iation from drowning. 
State Police at Ferndale re­ 
ported May o and the Staten Is­ 
land boy drowned in Pearl Lak e 
near the Su lliv an Cou nty com­ 
mu nity of Park sv ille. May o and 
the boy were fishing from the 


boat when the craft su ddenly 
tipped ov er, plu nging the two 
occu pants into 10 feet of water 
abou t 20 feet from shoTe. 
Au thorities said the boat had 
no life preserv ers, a req u ire­ 
ment, they said, of the .State 
Conserv ation Law. 
Neither May o or the child 
cou ld swim, it was reported. 
Charles Tay lor, owner of Lak e 
View Camp where the tragedy 
occu rred, attempted to rescu e 
the v ictims. He was aided by a 
camp tenant. Cu rtis Riv ers. 32. 
of New York City . Tay lor was 
the 
boy ’s 
grandfather. 
The 


camp owner was administered 
ox y gen by the Town of Liberty 
Volu nteer Ambu lance Corps, af­ 
ter he was assisted from the 
water. 
May o’s body was later recov ­ 
ered by Riv ers and George Wag 
ner. of the ambu lance corps. 
The boy ’s body was tak en 
from the lak e by Robert La- 
Valle, a member of the Su lliv an 
Cou nty v olu nteer firemen’s Un 
derwater Recov ery team. 
La- 
Valle and team members. John 
Ross and Ray mond Ward, had 
entered the water fiv e minu tes 
before the recov ery of the child. 


According to a witness, Tay ­ 
lor and others in the camp had 
heard cries for help bu t were 
u nable to sav e the pair stru g­ 
gling in the water. 
It was re­ 
ported that Tay lor had managed 
to swim to May o bu t was forced 
tc loosen his grip on the drown­ 
ing man after becoming ex ­ 
hau sted.

KINGSTON 
A grou p of “interested” El­ 
lenv ille citizens, seek ing an ou t­ 
right grant from the cou nty and 
state in order to open the doors 
of a Mental Health Center in 
Ellenv ille, 
was 
tu rned 
down 
Monday night by members of 
the Pu blic Health Committee of 
the Ulster Cou nty Legislatu re. 
The committee, meeting in 
the Cou nty Office Bu ilding, an­ 
nou nced that while it did not 
object 
to 
satellite 
mental 
health centers of the Cou nty 
Mental Health facility , it did 
feel that prov iding fu nds for 
su ch a facility shou ld be on a 
priority basis.' 
According to the committee 
chairman, Melv in Mones (Kings­ 
ton legislator) 
members also 
felt that the present Cou nty 
Mental Health facility is “ov er­ 
bu rdened and ov ertax ed” and 
that to giv e it one more ad­ 
ju nct at this time wou ld be 
u nwise. He also said that it is 


not presently k nown how mu ch 
aid the state wou ld giv e toward 
the program. 
The m atter first came to the 
Cou nty Legislatu re’s attention 
last September when Tenth Dis­ 
trict 
Legislators, 
Lawrence 
Craft, Frank Mu ller and Robert 
Ku hlmann ask ed that the cou n­ 
ty board stu dy a bu dget ap­ 
propriation for the Cou ncil of 
Sou thern Ulster Mental Health 


Clinic. Craft and Mu ller are 
also members of the citizen’s 
grou p which prev iou sly went 
ahead on its own, with priv ate 
solicitations, acq u ired a bu ild­ 
ing and engaged a semi-staff to 
inau gu rate the project. 
The Cou nty Legislatu re ap­ 
prov ed the resolu tion and su bse­ 
q u ently , $46,000 was appropri­ 
ated in the cou nty bu dget to aid 
the citizen’s grou p “open the 


doors” of the Ellenv ille center. 
In a contract agreed u pon at 
that time, the citizen’s cou ncil 
said it wou ld pay back 50 per 
cent of that su m and it was 
k nown then that the state wou ld 
reimbu rse the cou nty for the re­ 
maining $23,000. In that way , 
the cou nty wou ld merely be 
“bank ing” for them. 
Howev er, to date the cou ncil 
has not tak en the $4 6,0 0 0 and 


now wou ld lik e to see the cou nty 
inclu de a specified amou nt of 
money in its bu dget annu ally 
for the project, as an ou t­ 
right. grant. 
The committee felt strongly , 
howev er, that to do so wou ld be 
opening the doors for many 
other “satellite” mental health 
centers in the coiinty and while 
it does not disagree that the 


idea has merit, it felt that there 
mlist be priorities. 
Mones said he wondered if 
New Paltz, Sau gerties and some 
other towns wou ld want to es­ 
tablish su ch facilities and that 
if they did it wou ld seem a tall 
order for the cou nty at this 
time. 
In mak ing its decision, the 
committee consu lted with Dr. 
Emeline P. Hay ward, director 


of the Mental Health Board and 
Dr. William C. Tay lor, Ulster 
Cou nty Health Commissioner. 
All felt that it wou ld be in 
the best interests of the present 
mental health facility if satel­ 
lites were not established at this 
time du e to the heav y case load, 
plu s the fact that the pool of 
professionals u pon whom the 
center may draw is small.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 12- 
man Hou se stu dy team say s the

The report was issu ed Mon­ 
day following a two-week on- 
the-spot stu dy in which two 


members reported finding 400

Rep. Au gu stu s F. Hawk ins, 
D-Calif., said the trip conv inced 
him the U.S. shou ld pu ll its 
troops ou t of Indochina, cu t off 
military aid and let the North 
and Sou th Vietnamese set u p a 


coalition gov ernment that wou ld 
not be dominated by Commu ­ 
nists. 
“United States policy based 
on u sing these nations as ou r 
front line against the threat of 
Red China seek s military v icto­ 
ry instead of a peacefu l settle­ 
ment,” Hawk ins charged. 
Hawk ins and Rep. William R. 
Anderson, D-Tenn., said they 
fou nd some 400 political prison­ 
ers 
and 
criminals 
crammed 
three to fiv e in 5 -by -8 foot cages 
in the Con Son Island prison. 
Ly e had been thrown in some 
of the cells, Ande^sq n said, add 
ing that male prisoners related 
they had been cramped so long 
they cou ld not stand u p, and fe­ 
male 
prisoners’ 
cages 
were 
filthy . 
Hawk ins said the jail situ ation 


reflected 
Sou th 
Vietnamese 
su ppression of citizens who seek 
peace. He said U.S. au thorities 
help cov er u p the treatment of 
prisoners.

The So v iet do es no t want to lo se its po sitio n o f prin­ 
cipal backer o f the Arab cause to Co mmunist China. No r 
do es it want to see the guerrillas upset Arab go v ernments 
that hav e been gratefully accepting So v iet aid. building 
credits fo r the So v iet future. 
The way s o f diplo macy 
are 
strange. 
But here 
can be the reaso n that the mo ment has co me when, 
fo r 
the 
So v iet’s 
o wn 
self-interest, 
it 
sho ifld 
want 
peace in the Middle East. The United States has alway s 
wanted peace in the area. We can all ho pe that so me­ 
thing co ncrete will co me o f this. 


Po llutio n Quagmire 


The current sessio n o f the 91 st Co ngress bids fair to 
be the anti-po llutio n Co ngress. It has befo re it bills to 
establish a new Cabinet super department, rising fro m 
the Interio r Department, to beco me the Department o f 
Reso urces, Env iro nment and Po pulatio n, o r, alternately , 
two agencies, o n the env iro nment, o ne to set regulatio ns, 
the o ther to enfo rce them. This was reco mmended by 
the go v ernment reo rganizatio n co uncil and is presumably 
fav o red by the President. 
Bo th ends o f Pennsy lv ania Av enue are inflamed o v er 
the issue. The President sent sev en bills to Co ngress o n 
the env iro nment. 
A recent co unt fo und 92 ex ecutiv es 
and co ngressio nal agencies with claims o n the manage­ 
ment o r legislatio n o f env iro nment actio n. This is o ne 
reaso n fo r the super department idea, spo nso red by a 
third o f the Ho use members. 
When all the sho uting and jurisdictio nal infighting is 
o v er, we ho pe what emerges will be a facility that will 
find the best way to clean up the env iro nment and a 
way to see that it is do ne. We do n’t want to dro wn in bu­ 
reaucratic po llutio n.

u tterly powerless to af­ 
fect these thing s in any direct 
sense. 
I my self, thou g h a m ere 
stu dent 
whose

su rely hav e seemed frail and 
inconsequ ential coming from 
su ch

distance, 
wrote
